TWO KILLED 
IN HUNT FOR 
BODY OF BOY 


Calgary Drowning Tragedy 


| Adds Two More Vic- 
tims to its Toll

CALGARY, April 15—In_ the 
course of efforts made to recover 
the body of Nick Mitchell who was 
drowned in the Bow river on Fri- 
day, two other lives were lost over 
the weck-end, 

Mitchell, a boy, fell into the river 
| when ice on which he was walking 
kave way and his body was entrap- 
ped below the ice. On Saturday 
city employees placed charges of 
dynamite in the ice to blast it suf- 
ficiently to enable searchers to de- 
termine whether there was hope of 
| recovering the body, Peter J. Breen 
former city waterworks sluperin- 
tendent, voluntarily assisting in this 
task, slipped and fell while hasten- 
| ing away from a point where a 
charge of dynamite was about to be 
fired. He dropped through a hole in 
ihe ice and before he could be res- 
cued the charge exploded close by 
and Breen, within the range of its 
effects suffered injury. He was 
taken to hospital immediately where 
he died within three hours, 

On a bridge near the 
the explosions were numbers of 
people among ¢hem little Pearl 
Gillespie aged five years. In the 
excitement she was knocked down 
by an automobile driven by James 
Stewart of Drumheller, Her injuries 
were severe and she died on Sun- 
day in hospital, 'The driver is de- 
tained pending investigation. 


High Water Will

Henry, Who was the first white woman 
to settle in this district, Mrs, Henry 
has always taken a prominent parc in 
community interests, and the girls lis- 
tened with eager attention to her ac- 
count of early days. 

Leaving St. Thomas, Ontario, with 
her parents, Mr nd Mrs. J, Watts, in 
May, 1903, Miss Sue Watts (as her 
name then was )arrived in Edmonton 
on May 24, Her father’s first business 
was to build a scow, as he had located 
a homestead on the Saskatchewan 
River, in Northbank, eight miles from 
Pakan, They left Edmonton in the 
company of five other scows, piloted by 
an Indian, Niukogas, To go by the 
road would have meant a week's di(ti- 
cult traveling, but going down the 
river took only two days, A cent 
pitched on the homestead, Mr. Watts 
cleared and broke a few acres of lend 
and got out logs for building and fenc- 
ing, Canadians are very adaptabie 
but it was a little while before they | 
were able to treat nonchalantly the} 
being awakened at night by the deep 
grunting noise that indicated a bear 
in the immediate vicinity 

They lived in the tent until the end 
of October and were very happy then 
to exchange it for the solid walls and} 
roof of their new substantial house 

On Christmas Day, the weather was 
glorious, doors and windows open all 
day.

The submission of a third power offer 
increases the obligation of the city council 
to consider the power question as a matter 
of very real consequence to the city. 

There are now three offers before 
council, all from responsible parties, A 
thorough examination alone can expose 
the merits of each, as compared with the 
others, and with the results of civic opera- 
tion of the power plant and street railway. 

With these widely varying competitive 
offers in hand, and with civic operation as 
another alternative, the city has the op- 
portunity to secure from one source or 
another a supply of power that will be al- 
ways ample and that will be available at 
rates comparing favorably with those 
charged in other western cities, 

The plain duty of the city council is to 
take up these propositions in order, have 
them analyzed until their meaning is clear | 
and their advantages and disadvantages

But I can indi- 
cate in general terms the variety of 
veils that are worn by your friends 
and mine who live in the land of 
nerves, in the kingdom, more prop- 
erly the hell, of neurotica, and con- 
ceal the fact. Many of them are 
heroes and heroines, and should be 


awarded hero medals; only that rec- 
ognition would disclose their identity. 

It’s well for the public to know, 
even if they cannot understand, the 
reign of terror and misery under 
which the veiled dwellers in the under 
realm of nerves live and move, while 
yet they sit at your table, work side 
by side with you, talk with you, play 
with you. hold their jobs, often with 
marked success, and yet at a cost 
which the great majority of the nor- 
mally nerved population do not know, 
cannot realize; so successfully is it 
all veiled, with only now and then

Scientists Will Track 
Elusive Magnetic Pole 


Canadian Officials Engaged in Tracing Vag- 


aries—Confusion 


Added by Yearly 


Movements 


Oanadian Press 
OTTAWA, Ont., April 15.~A deter- 
mined effort to solve the vagaries of 


the magnetic pole is being made by 
Canadian scientists. Major L, T, Bur- 
wash of the Northwest ‘Territories 
branch is spending the winter in the 
neighborhood of the pole on Boothia 
Peninsula and will conduct a series of 
tests lasting into the summer, Details 
of the measurements are being trans- 
mitted to Ottawa by wireless from the 
steamer Fort James which is wintering 
in that locality, 

The magnetic compass has long 
been recognized as inacurate on ac- 
count of the wandering propensities 
of the magnetic pole. During the last 
few years mariners and aviators have 
turned to more modern devices such 
as the gyroscopic, sun and radio com- 
passes but the magnetic compass Is 
still in wide use, 

Range of Error 

Besides the recognized yariation 
from the true north of nearly 50 deg~ 
rees from coast to coast in Canada 
which the magnetic compass shows, 
there fs a further range of error from 
the fact that the magnetic pole moves 
each year approximately two-thirds 
of a mile, For several years it 
marches to the west, then turns back | 
and marches east again, ‘Thus at Fort | 
Churchill the needle pointed 24 deg- 
rees west and north In the year 1700, 
one degree west in 1800 and 10 deg- 
rees west in 1900 

A knowledge of this march of the 
needle is of great practical value, for 
most of the original land surveys tn 
the older provinces were made by 
compass and now-a-day when it is 
desired to retrace an old lost boundary 
line it is necessary to know the change} 
in the needle direction that has ov- 
curred in the interval, Moreover such 
information is necessary for the pur-; 
pose of keeping up-to-date all the 
needle declination measurements made 


in the past and for correlating sur- 
veys made by compass at different 
dates 


The practical value of compass in- 
formation in such a large country as 
Canada was well recognized by the 
earliest explorers, for the declination | 
was measured in the Gulf of Law- 
rence by Jacques Cartier in 1543 and 
Samuel de Champlain in 1604; in the 
interior by Sir John Franklin in 1819; 
and on the Pacific by Sir Francis 
Drake in 1579, Capt, Cook in 1778 
and Capt, Vancouver in 1792, 

Needle Changes 

Since 1880, the ‘Topographical Sur-

In other words, the march of the 
magnetic poles was then seen to be 
altogether too small to explain the 
yearly change in direction of the com- 
pass needle 

Recent researches of the ‘Topo- 
graphical Survey, Department of the 
Interior, indicate that the yearly 
change in direction is due to the ac- 
tion of magnetic forces within the 
earth, It has been felt that additional 
magnetic date in the Far North, es- 
pecially in regard to the march of the 
north magnetic pole would afford ad- 
ditional information on this intricate 
question. However, a special expedi- 
tion and despatches for that sole pur- 
pose would have been expensive.
